Conſequently 
mither do bad Men hate Tyrants, but have been always readieſt, 
with the fallified Names of Loyalty and Obedience, to colour over 
their baſe Serwile Covpliances. And although ſometimes for ſhame, 
- Wind when ic comes to their own Grievances of Purſe or Profit, eſpe- 
, {Wtklly, they would ſeem good Patriots, and fide with the better Caxſe, 
\ Wijrt'when others, for the deliverance of their Country, indu'd with 
Fortieude and. Heroick Virtue, to fear nothing buc the Curſe 
wainſt thoſe 1har do the work of the Lord negligently, Jer. 48. 10. 
would go on to remove. not only the Calamities and Thraldoms of 
People, but the Roots and Cauſes whence they ſpring ; ſtraight 
theſe Men, as if they hated the Miſeries, but not the Miſchiefs, atrer
